In  Sudan 


KHARTOUM,  SUDAN,  (API- 
Ten  days  of  bloody  violence  end- 
ed six  years  of  military  rule  in 
the  Sudan.  They  also  made  the 
Communists  a major  force  in 
Africa’s  largest  nation. 

Jubilant  Sudanese  have  not 
taken  time  out  from  celebrating 
to  assess  what  happened  during 
the  10  days  that  left  30  dead  and 
reduced  Dictator  Ibhahim  Ab- 
boud  to  the  role  of  President  with 
dubious  powers. 

PROBABLY  THE  man  with 
most  of  the  answers  is  Abdel 
Khalig  Mahmoud,  shrewd  and 
affable  secretary  of  what  one 
western  diplomat  call  “the  best 
disciplined  Communist  pxarty  in 
Africa  or  the  Middle  East.’ 

Membership  in  the  party  is 
probably  less  than  10,000,  but 
it  ejnerged  with  4 seats  in  the 
15-man  cabinet,  more  than  any 
other  single-  party.  With  one  pro- 
Egyptian  and  a known  member 
of  the  Moslem  brotherhood  hold- 
ing posts,  the  new  cabinet  has  a 
solid  antiwestern  bloc. 

THOUGH  PROCLAIMING  a 
continued  policy  of  neutralism, 
Prime  Minister  Eir  Ei  Khatim 
El  Khalifa,  an  educator  with  no 
previous  experience  in  political 
infighting,  will  have  a hard  time 
sticking  to  the  middle  of  the  road.

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Contradicted  Standards 

Our  student  government,  like 
any  govGrnment*that  tries  to  in- 
fringe upon  the  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple it  governs,  has  contradicted 
itself  on  the  subject  of  dance 
standards.  The  Social  Activities 
Board  has  'Stated  that  students 
must  refrain  from  sexually  sug- 
gestive motions  while  dancing. 
This  policy  is  an  infrigement  on 
our  freedom  of  choice  and  nat- 
ionally unconstitutional,  but  since 
we  are  somewhat  local  in  nature, 
I shall  disregard  constitutionality 
and  continue  with  the  subject  of 
contridiction. 

FIRST,  THE  SAB  claims  that 
only  a small  minority  are  putting 
on  the  lewd  displays.  It  is  more 
reasonable  that  a great  number 
of  dancers  have  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  the  evil  little  minds  of 
our  guardians,  and  these  moral- 
istic busybodies  have  complained 
in  mass  to  some  of  the  more  in- 
fluential  people  in  the  faculty 
who  have  probably  helped  insti- 
gate the  action  of  SAB.  Small 
minorities  are  good  scapegoats 
when  a large  minority  must  have 
disagreeable  and  illegal  controls 
clamped  on  to  allow  government 
to  maintain  absolute  control.

One  might  ask 
if  the  student  government  is  sett- 
ing up  situations  to  allow  more 
control  to  be  passed  on  the  stu- 
dent government,  further  stag- 
nating the  dull  atmosphere  that 
the  attack  on  individuality  pro- 
duces Individuality  is  a problem 
here,  but  this  is  another  subject. 

IT  WOULD  SEEM,  that  I am 
placing  individuality  beyond  re- 
proach in  regard  to  dance  stand- 
ards. This  is  not  so.  I feel  that 


morality  to  the  person’s  own 
judgment.  We  know  in  our  hearts 
that  which  is  right  and  wrong. 
Meanwhile,  students  govern- 
ment should  keep  out  of  student 
affairs  until  it  can  make  policy 
that  does  not  contradict  itself.

BYU  will  never  achieve  a sign- 
ificant position  as  a university 
students  and  faculty  are  allowed 
to  express  their  opinions  without 
fear  of  censorship  or  reprisals. 
Until  we  are  permitted  to  freely 
express  ourselves  we  are  pre- 
distined — at  least  the  frequency 
of  current  editorial  comments 
would  seem  to  indicate — to  be  a 
generation  of  “grotesque”  danc- 
ing children. 

OUR  ONLY  CONCERN  IN  life, 
it  seems,  is  dance  our  way  to 
the  Celestial  Kingdom.  “Dance 
scholars,  dance”  and  cry  your 
lament  of  the  oppressive  Federal 
Government  and  Central  Dance 
Committee  while  freedom  of  free 
speech  is  consored  without  any 
protests. 

When  shall  the  students  of  this 
university  be  allowed  to  judge  the 
innate  “virtue”  of  conservatism 
and  the  “evilness”  of  liberalism 
for  themselves?  When  will  the 
number  of  conservative  Forum 
speakers  ever  match  the  number 
of  liberal  speakers?  When  can  we 
bp  politically  and  academically 
outspoken  without  getting  our 
fingers  slapped  and  herded  into 
the  Y Center  for  a good  old  fash- 
ion record  hop?

U.  S.  Air  Base  in  South  Viet  Nam 


BIEN  HOA  AIR  BASE,  VIET 
NAM,  (AP)— A Communist  guer- 
rilla mortar  unit  slipped  away 
apparently  unscathed  Sunday 
with  one  of  the  Viet  Cong’s  big- 
gest psychological  victories  of 
the  Vietnamest  war — the  pound- 
ing of  a score  of  U.  S.  Air  Force 
B57  jet  bombers  sent  here  after 
the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  crisis.  Offi- 
cials tightened  security  around 
other  air  beises. 

THE  ATTACK,  described  by 
one  American  as  “Halloween  in 
Hell  with  all  witches  flying,” 
killed  4 Americans  and  wounded 
31.  Two  Vietnamese  were  killed 
and  5 wounded.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.,  (AP) 
— One  of  the  big  qqestion  marks 
in  the  U.  N.  financial  crisis  is 
whether  the  Russians  really  mean 
to  quit  the  world  organization  if 
their  voting  rights  are  suspended. 

If  you  are  looking  for  bets, 
you  can  find  takers  on  either 
side. 


Those  who  have  observed  Sov- 
iet actions  at  the  United  Nations 
over  the  past  18  years  are  sure 
only  that  the  Russians  can— and 
do — change  their  minds. 

They  may  walk  out  of  a U.N. 
body  today  and  return  without  so 
much  as  a word  to  explain  their 
reversal. 


Over  the  years  they  have  made 
many  threats  they  have  never 
carried  out,  and  they  have  sud- 
denly abandoned  policies  which 
they  previously  held  to  be  abso- 
lutely unchangeable. 

That  is  why  some  U.  N.  diplo- 
mats still  hope  that  a showdown 
on  finances  will  be  averted  by  a 
last-minute  settlement  before  the 
General  Assembly  convenes  Dec. 
1.  They  feel  that  perhaps  the 
prospect  of  a Soviet  shift  has 
been  increased  by  the  change  in 
Soviet  leadership.

marines  and  army  troops  set  out 
at  dawn  in  pursuit  of  the  Viet 
Cong  guerrillas  but  made  no  con- 
tact and  found  no  evidence  they 
suffered  major  casualties — if  any 
at  all — in  a counterattack  from 
tbs  air  in  predawn  darkness. 

THE  AIR  BASE,  15  miles  from 
Saigon,  is  surrounded  by  thick 
jungle. 

A 5th  American  was  killed  a 
few  hours  after  the  attack  in 
another  mortar  assault  about  5 
miles  north  of  the  air  base.  But 
U.  S.  and  Vietnamese  officials 
doubted  this  attack  was  carried 
out  by  the  same  force  that  pum- 
meled  the  air  base. 

The  day’s  death  toll  brought  to 
219  the  number  of  Americans 
killed  in  combat  since  the  United 
States  stepped  up  military  help 
to  South  Viet  Nam  in  December 
1961. 

GEN.  WILLIAM  C.  Westmore- 
land, U.  S.  Military  Commander 
in  South  Viet  Nam,  said  27  air- 
craft in  all  were  destroyed  or 
damaged  in  the  30-minute,  post- 
midnight attack, 

Westmoreland  said  that  of  20 


B-57’s  parked  on  the  field  5 were 
destroyed — 2 of  them  reduced  to 
ashes.  Eight  were  heavily  dam- 
aged an  dthe  remaining  7 slightly 
damaged. 

Three  Vietnamese  Air  Force 
AlH  fighter-bombers  were  heav- 
ily damaged.  A fourth  crashed  on 
takeoff  during  the  attack  but  of- 
ficials said  this  was  not  due  to 
the  mortar  fire.  The  Vietnamese 
pilot  escaped. 

FOUR  H43  AIR-SEA  rescue 
helicopters  were  heavily  deim- 
aged. 

Officials  said  the  Viet  Cong 
lobbed  about  100  shells  into  the 
air  base  with  deadly  aim,  for  the 
shots  landed  in  tight  patterns 
around  the  jet  bombers.  The 
Reds  also  aimed  for  buildings 
housing  U.  S.  personnel.  Seven 
buildings  were  destroyed  and  11 
\vere  damaged. 

U.  S.  officials  ordered  security 
tightened  around  other  air  in- 
stallations in  South  Viet  Nam. 
They  expressed  fears  of  similar 
attacks  at  Da  Nang  Air  Base, 
380  miles  northeast  of  Saigon, 
and  at  Saigon  airport.

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An  Open  Letter  to  B.Y.U.  Students 
Concerning  Their  Voting  Rights 


Dear  Students: 

Evidence  has  come  to  our  attention  that  Utah  County 
Democrats  probably  will  challenge  the  voting  rights  of  a 
great  many  B.Y.U.  students  tomorrow.  Such  challenges, 
prepared  in  advance,  are  made  as  the  individual  voter 
requests  his  ballot  on  election  day.  Do  not  be  frightened 
by  such  a challenge!  You  have  the  same  legal  rights  and 


protection  as  anyone  else.  Being  challenged  requires  only 
that  you  affirm  once  again,  under  oath,  that  you  fulfill 
the  age,  residency,  and  other  requirements  to  be  a legal 
voter.  When  you  have  taken  this  oath,  the  elecljon  of- 
ficials must  permit  you  to  vote.  Under  the  law  they 
have  no  choice. 


In  order  to  help  students  determine  whether  they  should  vote  in  Utah  County  or  in  their  former 
place  of  residence,  B.Y.U.  prepared  a statement  and  had  it  approved  by  representatives  of  both 
parties.  Here  is  that  official  statement: 


“In  order  to  avoid  uncertainty  as  to  the  rights  of 
B.Y.U.  students  to  vote  in  Utah  we  have  deemed  it  wise 
to  release  this  statement  for  their  benefit. 

“It  is  important  that  all  students  who  are  21  years  of 
age  or  older  exercise  their  voting  power.  This  is  a precious 
right  and  opportunity  under  our  Constitution.  If  a stu- 
dent is  legally  entitled  to  vote  here,  he  should  do  so.  If 
his  legal  residence  is  elsewhere,  he  should  vote  by  means 
of  an  absentee  ballot. 

“To  be  eligible  as  a voter  in  Utah  a student  must: 

“1.  Be  a citizen  of  the  U.S. 

“2.  Be  at  least  21  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  voting. 

“3.  Have  been  a continuous  resident  of  Utedi  for  at 
least  one  year. 

“4.  Have  been  a continuous  resident  of  the  County  in 
which  he  seeks  to  vote  for  at  least  four  months,  and 

“5.  Have  been  a continuous  resident  of  his  voting 
district  for  at  least  sixty  days. 

“The  Utah  law  specifies  that,  in  order  for  a person  to 
change  his  • residence,  he  must  have  the  intent  to  make 
the  new  location  his  legal  residence  as  opposed  to  a tem- 
porary place  of  residence. 

“In  order  that  students  may  vote  in  a proper  manner 
without  encountering  difficulties,  the  following  comments 
and  suggestions  are  offered. 


“Students  neither  gain  nor  lose  their  residence  merely 
by  attending  B.Y.U.  If  students  intend  to  reside  in  Utah 
and  are  not  living  here  for  the  sole  purpose  of  going  to 
school,  they  have  the  right  to  vote  here  if  they  meet  the 
other  requirements. 

“However,  if  you  are  in  Utah  only  to  go  to  school  and 
you  have  a definiate  intention  of  returning  to  your  former 
home  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  or  when  you  are 
graduated,  you  have  not  established  a voting  residence  in 
this  state. 

“If  students  do  not  intend  to  return  home,  but  it  is 
their  purpose  to  stay  here  an  appreciable  length  of  time, 
they  may  vote  in  Utah. 

“If  a student  drives  an  automobile  with  an  out-of- 
state  license  and/or  has  declared  himself  to  be  a non- 
resident, he  is  not  eligible  to  vote  in  Utah. 

“If  a student  is  married,  drives  a Utah-licensed  car, 
pays  Utah  taxes  and  has  lived  the  required  lengths  of 
time  in  the  state,  county  and  voting  precinct,  he  is  prob- 
ably eligible  to  vote  in  Utah. 

“If  a student  is  single,  living  in  Utah  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  B.Y.U.,  and  his  parents  reside  in  another 
state,  he  is  probably  a legal  resident  of  the  state  in  which 
his  parents  reside. 

“If  you  are  in  doubt  as  to  your  eligibility  to  vote  in 
Utah  it  is  suggested  that  you  talk  with  an  election  of- 
ficial. No  student  who  is  qualified  to  vote  should  fail  to 
do  so  merely  because  h^  is  challenged.” 


In  addition  to  this,  the  Attorney  General’s  office  of  the  State  of  Utah  made  the  following  clarifying 
statement  when  this  same  problem  came  up  two  years  ago: 


“.  . . On  the  other  hand,  where  a student  does  not 
intend  to  return  home  (to  live)  but  it  is  in  his  purpose 
to  remain  in  the  college  town  an  appreciable  length  of 
time,  he  may  vote  from  his  collie  residence. 


“Moreover,  if  a student  who  is  attending  college  has 
no  intention  of  returning  home,  but  is  not  certain  as  to 
the  place  of  his  future  residence,  he  may  also  vote  at  the 
college  town.” 


We  encourage  students  to  obey  the  law.  If  you  do  not  qualify  as  a legal  voter,  do  not  vote.  But 
if  you  do  qualify,  insist  on  exercising  your  voting  privilege.  Do  not  let  anyone  deny  you  that 
right.  Intimidating  a legal  voter  into  not  voting  is  a federal  offense. 


Here  are  the  grounds  on  which  you  can  be 
challenged: 

(Being  a student  does  not  constitute  a legal  basis  for 

a challenge.  You  need  not  tell  election  officials  whether 

you  are  a student.) 

a.  That  you  are  not  the  person  whose  name  appears  on 
the  registration  list  and  under  which  neime  you  claim, 
the  right  to  vote. 

b.  That  you  have  not  resided  within  the  State  one  (1) 
year  next  preceding  the  election. 

c.  That  you  have  not  resided  in  the  coimty  for  four  (4) 
months  next  preceding  the  election. 

d.  That  you  have  not  resided  within  the  precinct  for  60 
days  next  preceding  the  election. 

e.  That  you  have  not  been  a citizen  of  the  United  States 
for  a period  of  90  days  next  preceding  the  election.. 

f.  That  you  do  not  live  in  the  election  district. 

g.  That  you  have  voted  before  on  that  day. 

h.  That  you  are  not  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  upwards. 


Here  is  what  you  do  if  you  are  challenged: 

“If  the  person  challenged  shall  take  an  oath  before 
any  of  the  judges  of  election  that  the  grounds  of  challenge 
are  imtrue,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.” 

You  may  be  asked  to  sign  a statement,  or  you  may 
be  asked  to  verbally  affirm  that  you  are  eligible.  Either 
way,  the  election  judge  must,  by  law,  give  you  a Ballot 
once  you  do  either  of  these. 

All  of  this  takes  place  at  your  normal  voting  place. 
Go  directly  to  your  polling  location  to  vote  as  you  would 
do  under  normal  conditions. 

(If  your  vote  is  challenged  tomorrow  and  you  take 
the  appropriate  oath  before  the  judge  of  election  and  if 
anyone  further  questions  your  right  to  vote,  in  an  at- 
tempt to  intimidate  you  and  prevent  yo_ur  voting,  please 
call  Republican  Headquarters,  374-1651  or  373-6981, 
immediately.

BYU  has  recently  purchased  a 
machine,  the  only  one  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,  for  the  design  and 
drafting  classes,  reports  Wilford 
J.-  Tolman  of  the  Industrial  Edu- 
cation Dept. 

THE  MACHINE  is  a combina- 
tion filmsort  and  reader-reprint- 
er.  The  filmsort  microfilms,  mech- 
anical drawings  in  55  seconds 
from  developing  and  drying  to 
mounting  it  on  a filing  card. 

The  reader-printer  reproduces 
the  microfilm  back  to  original 
size  at  the  touch  of  a button. 
This  reproduction  is  called  a 
blowback. 

THE  PURPOSE  of  the  two 
machines  is  to  teach  students  to 
make  their  drawings  to  micro- 
film standards,  said  Mr.  Tolman. 

Government  regulations  re- 
quire that  each  drawing  be  read- 
able in  the  fifth  blowback.  That 

is,  a microfilm  is  made  of  a draw- 
ing,  the  first  blowback  is  pro- 
duced, then  a microfilm  is  made 
of  the  first  blowback  and  a sec- 
ond blowback  is  produced  from 

it.
